we had given him ; but on the contrary, frequenting 
diſorderly Perſons, oſ whom he could learn nothing 

good, or that could be advartageous and uſeſul to 
him. 

We have not neglected to endeavour oſten to re- 
claim him and bring him back to his Duty, ſome- 
times by Careſſes and gentle Means, ſometimes by 
Reprimands, and ſometimes by Paternal Corrections. 

We have more than once taken him along with us 
into the Field, to cauſe him to be inſiructed in the 


Art of War, as one of the chiefeſt Sciences for the 


Defence of his Country, always taking Care to keep 
him remote from Danger, and preſerving his Perſon 
out of regard to the Suc ceſſion, tho we expoſed our 
own Perſon upon all Occaſions. 

We have at other times left him at Moſcow, put- 
ting into his Hands a Sort of Regency in the Em- 
pire, in order to form him in the Arc of Government, 
and that he might learn how to Reign after us. 

We have af.erwards ſent him into Foreign Coun- 


tries, in expeRation, that ſeeing in his Travels Go- 


vernments ſo well regulated, this would excite in him 
ſome Emulation, and an Inclination to apply him · 


ſelf to do well. 


But all our Care hath been fruitleſs and, like the 
Seed i in the Goſpel, fallen upon a Rock. 

For he hath not only refuſed to follow what is 
good, but is even come to hate it, without ever 
ſhewing the leaſt Inclination either for e of or 


Political Affairs: He only, and continually converſed 


" "on" nn * * PF 
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to converſe with Perſons of Virtue and Honour, 
we'exhorted him to chooſe a Conſort among the 
Princeſſes of the chief foreign Houſes, as is uſu- 
al in other Countries, and hath been practic'd 
by our own Anceſtors, the Czars of Ruſs, 
who have contracted Alliances by Marriage with 
other Sovereign Houſes ; and we left him at full 
Liberty to make a Choice. 1 
- He declared himſelf for the Princeſs, Grand- 
Daughter to the Duke of Volfembuttle then Reign 
ing, Siſter-in-Law to his Majefty the Emperor 
of the Romans now reigning ; and Couſin to the 
King of Erpland ; and having deſired us to pro- 
cure him that Alliance, and to permit him to 
marry that Princeſs, we readily conſented there- 
to, without any regard to the great Expene: 
which was necetfarily occaſion d by that Mar- 
riage. But after its Conſummation, we found” 
ourſelf diſappointed of the Hopes we had, that 
the Change of our Son's Condition would pro- 
duce good Fruit, and a Change in his evil Ha- 
bits; bur found quite the Reverſe of what we 
expected. OY ee AS 
For, notwithſtanding his Conſort was, as far 
as we could obſerve, a prudent {prightly 
Princeſs, and of a virtuous Conduct, and that 
he had himſelf made that Choice, he yet livd 
with her in the greateſt Diſ-union, while he re- 
doubled his Affection for lewd . bringing 
thereby a Diſgrace upon our Houſe, before the 
Foreign Princes, to whom that Princeſs was re- 
lated, which drew upon us many Complaints and 
Z eee 
As frequent as our Advice and Exhortations 
were to reclaim him, Nothing would do it. 
On the contrary, violating at laft the Conju- 
gal Faith, he gave all his Affection to a Proſtitute 
of the moſt ſervile and low Condition, livitg- 
"1 Ty ö publickl7 
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publickly in that Crime with her, to the great 
Contempt of his Lawful Conſort, who ſoon after 
died of Sickneſs indeed, but it was believ'd that | 

her Grief, occaſion d by the diſorderly Life of 
her Husband, haften'd che End of her Days. 
When we ' ſaw his Reſolution to perſevere in | 
his vicious Courſe, wedeclar'd to him at the Fu- 
neral of his Conſort, that if he did not for the 
Future conform himſelf to our Will, and apply 
himſelf to Things becoming a Prince, Preſump- 
tive Heir to ſo great an Empire, we would de- | 
prive him of the Succeſſion, without any regard | 
to his being our only Son, (our ſecond Son was | 
not then born) and that he ought not to rely 


upon his being ſo, becauſe we would rather 
chooſe for our r a Stranger worthy there- 
of, than an unworthy Son; that we could not | 
leave our Empire to ſuch a Succeſſor, who would 1 
ruin and deſtroy what the Father hath, by God's | 
Aſſiſtance, eftabliſh'd ; and tarniſh the Glory and 
Honour of the Ruſſian Nation, for the acquiring | 
of which we had ſacrificed our Eaſe and our | 
Health, willingly expoſing our own Life on ſeve- 
ral Occafions ; Beds that, the Fear of God's | 
Judgments would not permit us to leave the Go- | 
vernment of ſuch vaſt Territories in the Hands of | 
one, whoſe Inſufficiency and Unworthynefs we 
were not ignorant of. | 
In ſhort, we have exhorted him, in the moft 
prong g Terms we could make uſe of, to behave 
imſelf with Diſcretion, and gave him Time to | 
repent and return to his Duty. | 
His Anſwer to theſe Remonſtrances was, that | 
he acknowledg'd himſelf guilty in all theſe Points; 
but alledging the Weakneſs of his Parts and Genius, 
which did not permit him to apply himſelf to the 
Sciences and other Functions recommended to 
him, he own'd mm uncapable and

 tersburg, to give him time to return to his Duty, and 


mend his Ways. 
And afterwards upon the repeated Advices we 


we ſent. him Orders to come to us at Copenhagen 
to make the Cam that he mighr hereby the 
better form himſelf, + 

But forgetting the Fear and Commandments of 
God, who enjoyns Obedience even to Private Pa- 
rents, and much more tothoſe who are at the ſame 
time Sovereigns, our Paternal Cares had rio other 
Return, than an unheard of Iagratitude; for, in- 
fiead of coming to us, as he was order d, he wich- 
drew, taking along with him great Sums of Money, 
and his infamous Concubine, with whom he conti - 
nued to live in a criminal Courſe, He put himſelf 
under the Protection of che Emperor, railing againſt 
us, his Father and his Lord, a world of Calumnies 
and falſe Reports, as if we did perſecure him, and 
intended, without Cauſe to deprive him of our Suc= 
ceſſion ; alledging moreover, that even his Life was 
not ſafe, if he continued with us, and deſiring the 
Emperor not only to give him Ref. ge in his Domi- 
nion, but alſo to protect him againſt us by Force of 


Arms. 


Every one may judge what Shame and Diſhonour 
this Conduct of our Son bath drawn upon us and 
in the Face of the World. The hke

Letter with our own Hand to the Emperor, to 
defire that he might be ſent back to us, But 
natwithſtanding, the Emperor acquainted him with 
our Demand, and Moro him co return to us, 
and ſubmit to Will, as being bis Father, and 
Lord; yet he 'd, with a great many Calum- 
nies againſt us, that he ought not to be deliver into

and Animoſities the Refuſal of delivering up our faid 
Son to us might occaſion, becauſe we could not 
leave this Aflair in that Condition. We ordered, at 
the ſame Time, thoſe we ſent with that Letter, to 
_make verbal Repreſentations even in more preſſing 
Terms, and to declare, that we ſhould be obliged to 
revenge, by all poſlible Means, ſuch detaining of 
gur Son. 
We wrote likewiſe to him a Letter with our own 

Hand, to tepreſent to him, the Horror and Impiety 
of his Conduci, and the Enormity of the Crime he 
had committed againſt us, his Father, and how God 
threatned in his Laws to puniſh Diſobedient Children 
Wich eternal Death. , 
e threatned him, as a Father, with our Curſe, 

and. as his Lord, to declare him a Traytor to his 
Country, unleſs he returned and obeyed our Com- 
mands; and me bim Affurances, that if he did as 
we defired, and 1 returned, we would pardon. his

Our Envoys, after many Solicitations, and the 
_ + aboveſaid Repreſentation made by us in Writing, 
and by them by Word of Mouth, at laſt obtain d 
Leave of the Emperor to go and ſpeak: to our Son, 
in order to diſpoſe him to return home. 

The Imperial Miniſters gave them, at the ſame 
time, to underſtand, that our Son had informed the 
Emperor, that we perſecuted him, and that his Life 
, was not fafe wich us, whereby he had moved the 
Emperor 8 Compaſſion, and induced him to rake 
hm i into his Protection; but that the Emperor ta- 
"king now into his Conſideration our true and ſolid 


. Repreſentations, he would give Orders to endea-

vour by all poſſible Means to diſpoſe him to return 

to us, and would moreover declare, to him, that he 
could not in Juſtice and Equity refuſe to deliver him 
up to his Father, and fall out wich us upon that 
Account. 

Our Ervoys, upon their Arrival at Naples, ha- 
ving deſired to deliver to him our Letter, written 
with our oun Hand, ſent us Word, that he did not 
only refuſe to admit them, but that the Emperor's 
Viceroy: had found means, by inviting. him home 
to his Houſe, to preſent them to him afterwards, 
much againſt his Will. 

He did then indeed receive our Letter, containing 
our Paternal Exhortation, and threatning our Curſe, 
but without ſhewing the leaſt Inclination to return; 
alledging {till a great many Falſities and Calumnies 
againſt us, as if, by Reaſon of ſeveral Dangers he 
had to apprebend from us, he could not, nor would 

not return; and boaſting, that the Emperor had pro- 
mis d him not only to defend and protect him againſt. 
tus, but even to ſet him upon the Throne of Ruſſ a 
againſt our Will, by Force of Arms. h 
Our Envoys perceiving this evil Diſpoſition, tryd | 
all imaginable Ways to prevail with him to return; | 
They intreated him; they expariated, by turns upon 
the Graciouſneſs of our Aſſurance toward him, and 
upon our Threats in caſe of Diſobedience, and chat 
we would even bring him away by Force of Arms; 
They declared to him, that the Emperor would 
not enter into a War with us upon his Account, and 
many other ſuch- bke Repreſentations did they make 
him. | 

But he paid no 8 to all this, neither ſhew'd . 
any Inclination to return to us, till the Imperial 
Viceroy, corvinced at laſt of his Obſtinacy, told 
him in the Emperor's Name, that he ought to return, 
for that his Imperial Majeſty could not by any Law, 

1 him from us, nor during the preſent War with 
C 2  Turky, 
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Turky, and alſo in Italy with the King of Spain, em- 
e ent wa bo his Account. * 
Wben he faw how the Caſe ſtood, fearing he 
ſhould be deliver'd up to us, whether he would or 
not; he at length reſolr'd to return home, and de- 
a his Mind to our Envoys, and to the Imperial

He likewiſe wrote the ſame thing to us, acknow- 
ledging himſelf ro be a Criminal and Blame-worthy. 
The Copy of which Letter is hereunto ſubjoin'd 

And in this Manner he is arrived here. And albeit 
apr por Son, by ſo long a Courſe of Criminal Dif- 
againit us, his Father and his Lord, for 
many Years, and particularly for the Diſnhonour he 
harh caſt upon us in the Face of the World, by wich- 
drawing himſelf, and raifing Calumnies of us, as if 
we were an unnatural Father, and for oppoſing his 
Sovereign, hath deſerved to be 'd with Death. 
We _— _ inclines us to 
ave Mercy upon him ; and we therefore pardon 
mis Crimes, and exempt him from all Puniſhment ' 

of the fame, | | 

But [conſidering his Unworthineſs, and the Series 
of bis irregular Conduct above defcribed, we can- 
not in Conſcience leave to him, aſter us, the Suc- 
ceſſion to the Throne of Ruſſis, foreſecing, that, by 
| his vicious Courſes he would entirely deſtroy 
Glory of our Nation, and the Safety of our Domi- 
mons, which thro God's Aſſiſtance we have acquired 
and eftabliſh'd by an inceſſant Application ; for it is 
notorious, and known to every one, how much it 
hath coſt us, and with what Efforts we have not on- 
ly recoverd the Ee 8 which the Enemy had 
 uſirp'd from our Empire, but alſo conquer d 
19 Awe Towns and Countries, and with whae 
Carewe have cauſed our People to be inſtructed in 
all forts bf Militaty and Civil Sciences, to the Glory 
and Advantage of the Nation, and Empire. ——

And in quality of a Sovereign Prince, in conſidera- 
tion of the Safety of onr Dominions, we do deprive 
our ſaid Son Alexei, for his Crimes and Unworthy- 
ne, of the Succeſſion, after us, to our Throne of 
Ruſſia, even tho? there ſhould not remain a ſingle 
Perſon of our Family after us. 

And we do conſtitute and declare Succeſſor to the 
ſaid Throne, after us, our Second Son Peter, tho" yet 
very young, having no Succeſſor that is older. 

We lay upon our ſaid Son Alevei our Paternal 
Curſe, if ever, at any time, he pretends to, or re» 
claims the faid Succeſſion. 

And we deſire of our faithful Subjects, whether 
Eccleſiaſticks, or Seculars, of all Ranks and Con- 
ditions, and of the whole Ruſſian Nation, that in 
Conformity to this Conſtitution and our Will, they 
acknowledge and conſider our ſaid Son Perer, ap- 
pointed by us to ſucceed, as Lawful Succeſſor; and 
chat agreeably to this our Conſtitution they confirm 
the Whole, by Oath before the Holy Altar, upon 

the Holy Goſpels, kiſſing the Croſs. Bo 

And all thoſe who ſhall ever, at any time, op- 
poſe this our Will, and who from this Day forward 
ſhall dare to ider our Son Alexei as Succeſſor, 
or to aſſiſt him for that Purpoſe, we declare them 
Traytors to us, and their Country.

N Plato's Time, Kings were either Elect ive, ur 
va according to the Law and Cuſtom of par- 
riculag Nations, as in Carthage, and as at this Day in 
Poland; or they were u2T# yevos Hereditary, accords 

to Primogeniture, as in Lacedimon' and Macedonia. 
For the Lacedemonians, and Macedomans, | were not 
ny; for Kingly Government, but alſo for the due 
and regular Succeſſion of cheir Kings in the right 
Line. To the fame Purpoſe lian informs us in 
Hift. l. 6. c. 13. That among the Grecian," their 


Kings reign d Succeſſively according to Birth-Right, 


and particularly, Gelon in Sicilia, the Leuconian Kings 
in Boſpboras, and the Cypſelidæ in Corinth. Though 
(as he reports) the Legal Succeſſion of their Kings 
by Primogeniture, ſeldom ran farther in a direct

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the right Heir. Thus Might: over- coming Right, 
turned the Stream of Regal Government out of its 
proper Channel, and forced it to run (at leaſt for a

Nicocles, or rather Iſocrates perſonating that Em- 
peror, ſtrenuouſly defends his own juſt Title to the 
Crown, by Virtue of his Birth- Right ; when he aſſures 
the World, that he came to the Crown, not by Uſur- 
pation, not by any illegal and ſiniſter Way, but Ho- 
neſtly and Juſtly ; to Wit, by Inheritance, deſcended 
from his Primogenitors to his Father, and from his 
Father, immediately to himſelf. 
As Humane, ſo alſo Divine Authority ſpeaks in 
Juſtification of the Right of Primogeniture, and alledg- 
es this Truth, that Kings and their Firſt-born Sons 
oughr Suceſlively to reign, as is evidenced by our Sa- 
'viour's Anſwer to Pont ius Pilate : St. Jobn 18. 34. 
Pilate ſaid to bim, art thou a King, JESUS Anſwer- 
ed, Thow ſayeſt that I am a King, to this End was born, 
&c. In which Anſwer our bleſſed Saviour aſſerts two 
great Truths. 1. Thar he himſelf, was truly and 
1 a King, as Pilate had ſaid. 2. That he was 
. by Primogeniture, and Birth- Right, for unto tha 
to Wir z that he might be a King, and might 
declare to all the World the ſame Truth, war be 
born. Thus the Holy Jeſus rationally urges and 
pleads his own Birtb, as a ſufficient Title of his Fa- 
tber Kingdom, inaſmuch as his Farber was a King, 
and he was his Firſt- born. Which Anfwer of Chrif, 
when Pate rightly underſtood, to Vu; that Feſas 
was indeed a King, but not of rhis Warld: and when 
he underſtood al 05 that Feſus his being a King, was 
no more prejudicial to Cefar's Crown and Dignity, 
than was that mrernal Empire which the Stoicł Phi- 
loſopbers attributed to every Wiſe Man: Now when 
Pilate clearly underſtood. Jeſas his Meaning, then he 
went . out of the Judgment. Hall _ the

Inheritance 6y 
Tz Kings and their Lawful Heirs whether good 
or bad, whether beloved or bated, ought Suc- 
cetbvely to Reign is fully proved by the Antient, and 
unalterable Law of Inheritance.

find recorded by Moſes, in Dent. 2 1. v. 15, 16, 17. 
And to run thus: F Man heve two Wives, one be-

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ſuch as theſe, to wit, 1. Becauſe it was Birth- Right, 
not Grace, which gave Hereditary Princes a juſt 
Title to their high i'ies ; and therefore it was, 
that Infants having often been Crowned K ings, be- 
fore they have been capable of declaring ro the 
World, whether they had Grace or no. 

It was upon the Account of Birth - Rigbt, not Grace, 
that Jeboaſb when but one Year old, was called King, 
and when but ſeven Nears old. was Crowned, and the 
People ſolemnly Swore Allegiance to him as their Ri 
2. King, 11. 3. 12. 17. And therefore, although Je- 

„ a wicked Man, eſpecially to his Friend 
F 's Son, yer he did not loſe, nor forfeit h 
Primogeniture and Birth-Right. 2. Chron. 24. 21. 
For as Gerſon truly notes. Dominium in ſubditos non 
amitimur, niſi amiſſo eo, in qui ſundatur: As long 
as any Hereditary Prince retains his Primogeniture, on 
which his Juſt Title is grounded, ſo long has hie Right 
to the Succeſſion, and ought to govern after his Fa- 
chers Demiſe. And, for as much as it is not poſſible 
for any Prince to loſe his Primogeniture (unleſ 38 
Nicodemus thought, be may be born again of his Mother) 
therefore is it (in like Manner) iu poflbde he ſhould 
be righcfully ſer aſide tor aw of Grace; & c. 
2. Heathen Kings and Princes had a Right to Reipy, 
and Govern, — they had not Grate, as we know 
of, in the Senſes before mention'd : Nay, many of 
them had not common Humanity and Civility, but 
acted contrary to natural Reaſon and Morality, and 
yet God gave, even them, Temporal Dommion, and 
placed ſomeof them, over his own People the 
to be obedient unto thoſe ſaid Heathen Princes; ſuch 
as Nebuchadnezzar King of Afſyris, Abaſuerus, Ons, 
and Darius: Yea, Chriſt himſelf Confirmed 
Title unto Tempora!

4. God is well pleaſed with Heathen Princes, 
for making War, and for fighting for their Ripbe, 
when, by other Princes they are 2 
wronged, and injured : And oft- times God gives 
Succeſs and Victory to the oppreſſed Princes, as he 
did to Eſchol, Aner, Mamre, and Bera King of So- 
dm, by the Hand of Abram, againſt Chederlaomer 
King of Elam. Ergo, Temporal Dominion is not

reigning and governing for their want of Grace, 


can be invented by Chriftiens for no other End, 


than to prevent all Paſſive Obedience unto Kings 
that ſhall prove Tyrannical, and to avoid going to 
Heaven in the fiery Chariot of Martyrdom. For 
as St. Auſtin writes, there will be no need of dy- 
ing for Religion, if ſo be, wicked, or ungodly 
Kings, who want Grace, may not be ſuffer d to 
reign, and by their evil Laws, to try Behievers 
Faith, whether ſound or n9; and, in ſuch Caſes, 
to experiment their Fear of God, rather than of Man. 
For accoriing to the Apoſtles, there is a Time, 
when God is to be obeyed rather than Man, and when 
we are to dye for Cbriß, and for the Faith. And 
that can be lawfully done, only then, when by the 
Supreme Authority, we are commanded, either to 
dye the Death, or ro deny Chrift or his Religion: 
In this Caſe, we are to obey the Supreme M A- 
GISTRATE, Paſſively, by dying the Death, and 
not actively by doing what he commands : Becauſe, 
what be commands, is exprelly againſt the known

n like manner, all the before-mentioned Plots 
of the Fanaticks, cum multis aliu, took their Riſe 
from this one falſe Notion, ſcil. That Temporal Do- 
minion is founded in Grace. And becauſe, they were 
of Qpinion, that the King and Goveryors were wicked, 
Tyrannical, and void of Grace, that therefore 
they had no Right to Govern, but it was lawful 
for the Subjects to depoſe and deſtroy them by 
Force of Arms. The Belief of this falſe Notion 
made the Fanaticks to wage War againſt King 
Charles I. And at laſt to murtber him. To baniſh 
King Charles II. And afterwards rebelliouſly to fight 


_ againſt him at Worceſter. This made Fenner, and 


his Confederates to draw the Sword againſt the ſaid 
King, under the Pretence of his want of Grace, and 


his being an Enemy to King Teſws. This made 


Stephen Colledge at Oxford, with his Proteſtant Nail; 
William Hane, and his Fellow - Conſpirators, at Rye- 
Houſe with their Blunderbuſſes, to contrive the Mur- 
ther of the ſame Prince, and his illuſtrious Brother 
the Duke of York... In fine, this very DodArine ex- 
cited the Rebellion in the Weſt; in King James II.
